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DECEMBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.31 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  December  1965,  'will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $4.31  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat 
differential  of  7,5  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  subject  to  4 cents  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and 
location  differentials. 

The  $4.31  price  for  December  1965,  is  42  cents  below  the  November  1965 
price,  but  19  cents  above  the  December  1964  price, 

ESTIMATED  PERCENTAGES  IN  EACH  CLASS 

In  accordance  with  §1047.22(1)  the  Market  Administrator  announced  the 
following  estimated  utilization  percentages  for  December  1965  on  January  11,  1966. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  24,119,438  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  December  1965  of  which  18,131,003  pounds  or  75%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  15  pool  handlers.  Production  and  Class  I utilization  of 
producer  milk  were  up  8%  and  7%  respectively,  from  November  1965. 

JANUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.67 

The  December  basic  formula  price  of  $3.47  (Wisconsin-Minnesota  Series) 
was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of  $1.20  to  establish  the  Fort 
Wayne  Class  I price  for  January.  This  price  of  $4.67  is  6 cents  more  than  the 
December  Class  I price.  It  was  neither  increased  nor  decreased  by  a supply- 
demand  adjustment. 

CHICAGO  HEARING 

The  hearing  to  consider  changes  in  the  pricing  standards  under  the 
Northwestern  Indiana  and  eleven  other  mid-west  market  orders  will  reconvene 
on  February  1,  at  Chicago.  A supplemental  notice  of  hearing  has  been 
issued  stating  that  any  type  of  formula  or  method  of  establishing  Class  I 
prices  in  these  markets  will  be  considered.  The  hearing  will  also  consider 
location  differentials,  supply-demand  adjustments,  and  a different  level 
of  prices  for  Class  I sales  outside  regulated  marketing  areas.
